Bob  Lee,  52,  is  the  new¬ 
ly-elected  president  of  the 
Chinese  Consolidated  Bene¬ 
volent  Association  (CCBA) 
of  New  England. 

The  general  membership 
voted  December  17  and  Lee, 
owner  of  the  Bob  Lee's  Is¬ 
lander  Restaurant  on  Tyler 
Street,  defeated  competitor 
George  Ning  by  capturing 
over  70  percent  of  the  vote 
or  over  1,100  votes. 

The  CCBA,  one  of  the 
oldest  organizations  in 
Chinatown  and  probably  the 
most  weJl -known,  has  a  his¬ 
tory  dating  back  over  70 
years.  Originally  formed 
as  an  arbitrator  in  set¬ 
tling  disputes  involving 
Chinese  people,  the  organi¬ 
zation  is  composed  of  the 
Family  Associations  and  the 
12  basic  organizations. 

These  include  the  Chi¬ 
nese  Merchants,  the  KMT, 


the  American  Legion  (China¬ 
town  Post),  the  CACA,  Free¬ 
masons,  Hip-Sing  Associa¬ 
tion,  Ni-Lun  Association, 
Hoy  Kew  Club,  Que-Shing 
Music  Club,  Chinese  Evange¬ 
lical  Church,  Chinese  YMCA, 
and  the  Women's  Club  of  New 
England.

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New  CCBA  President 
Seeks  Chinatown  Unity 


CCBA's  new  president  Bob 
Lee  remembers  his  Islander 
Restaurant  when  it  held 
only  seven  tables.  That 
was  over  two  decades  ago. 
Today,  his  restaurant  is 
one  of  the  largest  and  most 
ostentatious  in  Chinatown. 

Arriving  from  Canton  in 
1Q38  at  the  young  age  of 
17,  Bob  Lee  has  since  seen 
many  changes.  He  spent  a 
couple  of  years  with  the 
army,  attended  business 
college  in  San  Francisco 
and  taught  Chinese  language 
classes  at  St.  Mary's 
School  in  S.  F. 

At  age  27,  he  was  elec¬ 
ted  president  of  the  Chi¬ 
nese  Consolidated  Benevo¬ 
lent  Association.  He  held 
his  second  term  eight  years 
ago.  Last  month,  Chinatown 
voted  him  in  to  serve  his 
third  term  as  head  of  one 
of  the  oldest  and  most  pow¬ 
erful  organizations  within 
the  Boston  Chinese  Commu¬ 
nity. 

He  is  a  man  of  success, 
father  of  three  sons,  past 
chairman  of  the  National 
Merchants  Association  (rep¬ 
resenting  21  cities  in  the 
U.S.)  and  past  chairman  of 
the  Wong  Family  Associa¬ 
tion. 

Basically  a  self-educa¬ 
ted  man,  Lee  said  he  feels 
the  Chinese  born  in  the 
U.S.  have  better  opportuni¬

ties  than  Chinese  elsewhere, 

"I  admire  the  younger 
generation,”  He  said.  "But 
some  newcomers  don't  care 
for  an  education  and  come 
here  for  an  easy-1 ife--they 
don't  realize  how  important 
education  is,  what  a  livli- 
hood  means,  don't  look  for 
jobs.  Then  they  have  empty 
hands  and  pockets, you  see," 
he  shrugged,  "and  then  they 
start  looking  for  some¬ 
thing." 

"Newcomers  need  encour¬ 
agement,"  Lee  said.  I  try 
to  talk  to  them  softly,  to 
make  them  understand,  to 
explain  the  situation,  Hong 
Kong  and  this  country  are 
entirely  different,"  he 
said,  noting  an  old  Chinese 
saying  that  "forcing  one 
harder  will  make  it  worst." 

A  big  project,  for  the 
CCBA  which  Lee  emphasized 
is  the  proposed  building  of 
a  Chinese  Community  Center 
on  Tyler  Street.  The  CCBA 
is  tentatively  designated 
the  developer  of  the  old 
Quincy  School  site. 

Two  obstacles  stand  in 
the  way  of  its  realization. 
First  of  all,  Chinatown 
cannot  develop  on  that  site 
until  the  Ouinc.y  School  is 
built. 

Secondly,,  the  CCBA  must 
come  up  with  a  feasible  de¬ 
velopment  plan  for  the  Cen¬ 
ter  and  must  be  approved  by

the  Boston  Redevelopment 
Agency,  owners  of  the  land. 

Contingent  with  that  is 
the  necessity  of  raising 
the  minimal  financing  for 
the  Center's  construction. 
Within  the  past  year,  al¬ 
most  half  of  the  $1  million 
fund  raising  goal  has  been 
raised.  Lee  said  he  will 
work  hard  to  help  raise 
the  remainder. 

"We  want  this  Chinese 
Community  Center  to  draw 
the  community  together  un¬ 
der  one  roof,"  Lee  said. 

Another  project  of  the 
CCBA  is  its  sponsorship 
with  the  Chinese  Merchants 
of  the  Manpower  Develop¬ 
ment  Training  Project  cur¬ 
rently  in  operation.  The 
federal  and  state  funded 
program  provides  non-Eng¬ 
lish  speaking  Chinese  with 
special  English  training 
to  improve  their  employ- 
ability. 

"Chairman  Lee  (ex-chair¬ 
man  Shih-hing  Lee)  did  a 
wonderful  job  in  the  past 
six  years,"  said  Bob  Lee. 
"What  is  not  finished  and 
what  the  Chinese  people 
want,  I  will  carry  on."

Landlords 
Must  Register 

Landlords  are  required 
to  register  their  units 
with  the  Boston  Rent  Con¬ 
trol  Council  by  March  1, 
1973,  according  to  a  Nov¬ 
ember  decision  made  by  the 
Boston  City  Council. 

As  a  result  of  that  de¬ 
cision,  Boston  falls  under 
the  Massachusetts  State 
Rent  Control  Laws.  This 
legislation  is  tailored  to 
keep  rents  down  and  to 
provide  extra  mechanism 
for  checking  excessive 
rent  hikes. 

The  registration  forms 
for  landlords  are  avail¬ 
able  at  the  Chinatown 
Little  City  Hall  at  ,14  Ox¬ 
ford  Street.  Unless  land- 
lords  are  registered, 
their  chances  of  altering 
rent  prices  in  the  future 
are  greatly  reduced.

As  the  year  of  the  Rat 

draws  to  a  close,  and  the  Reign 

of  the  Ox  begins,  Chinese 

all  over  the  world  are  joyously, 

excitingly  celebrating 

another  New  Year. 

China's  ancient  sage,  Confucius, 
acknowledged  that  festivals 
had  a  beneficial  value  and  in  a 
truly  cosmopolitan  feeling 
espoused  that  "Within  the  four  seas 
all  men  are  brothers." 

It  is  with  this  conviction  and 
spirit  that  the  Chinese 
celebrate  THE  festival  of  joy  and 
love,  harvest  and  union, 
vigor  and  hope. 

Legend  tells  us  that  one  day, 
while  chatting  with  four  of  his 
disciples,  Ccnfuci us  asked  them  as  to 
their  ambitions:  How  would 
they  use  their  ability  if,  perchance 
soma  prince  should  recognize  it 
and  employ  their  services? 

One  desires  to  strengthen  a 
state  pralyzed  by  famine  and  war; 
another  would  give  instruction 
in  music  and  rites;  and  a  third 
would  assist  in  the  ceremonies  of  the 
temple  or  the  palace. 

But  the  fourth  replied  that  he 
would  like:  "In  the  third  month  of 
spring,  dressed  in  every  particular 
costume  proper  to  the  season, 
and  in  company  with  five  or  six  or 
seven  young  lads,  to  go  and 
bathe  in  the  river,  enjoy  the  breeze 
at  the  foot  of  the  altar  of  rain, 
and  having  sung,  to 
return  home. " 


Confucius  not  only  approved,  but  also 
enthusiastically  counted  himself 
a  companion  to  this  disciple. 

For  Confucius  was  a  good 
humanist  and  an  acute  observer  of 
man  and  man's  behavior.  Ceremony  and 
festivity  have  a  place  in 
man's  world.  In  any  event,  he 
would  not  have  desired  that  the  Prince 
"after  having  imposed  one  hundred 
days  of  fatigue 

upon  the  people,  should  not  grant 
them  one  day  of  rejoicing." 

One  must  not  "always 
stretch  the  bow  without  ever 
loosing  it  —  (or)  always 
loose,  without  ever  stretching  it."

■  This  year  Chinese  New  Year  falls 
on  February  third--but  the  dates 
differ  from  year  to 
year.  But  each  year,  it  comes 
on  the  first  day  of  the  second  new 
moon  after  the  winter 
solstice,  and  always  between 
January  21  and  February  19. 

Chinese  start  computing  time 
from  the  reign  of  the  "Yellow  Emperor" 
whose  Prime  Minister  began 
the  grouping  of  the  years  into 
chronological  cycles  of  60  years, 
each  in  2698  B.C. 

This  year,  the  Year  of  the  Ox, 
represents  the  hard-working  servant. 

With  firecrackers,  the  Chinese 
scare  off  evil  spirits  and  usher  in 
prosperity  and  good  fortune.

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New  Social  Security  Benefits 
Altered  for  Widows, Widowers 


Social  Security  retire¬ 
ment  payments  to  most  aged 
widows  and  dependent  widow¬ 
ers  will  be  increased  in 
1973. 

Up  to  now,  a  widow's  re¬ 
tirement  benefit  could  be 
no  more  than  82.5  percent 
of  the  amount  her  husband 
would  have  received  at  age 
65. 

But  under  new  social  se¬ 
curity  legislation,  a  widow 
who  started  getting  benefit 
at  65  or  later  can  get  the 
same  benefits  that  her  hus¬ 
band  would  have  received  at 
65. 

If  she  first  started  get¬ 
ting  checks  before  65,  the 
benefit  will  be  less  than 
the  full  amount  of  her  hus¬ 
band's  benefit,  but  no  less 
than  she  was  getting  before 

For  example,  a  widow  who 
started  getting  benefits  at 
age  62  will  now  get  82.9 
percent  of  her  husband's 
benefit  amount,  instead  of 
the  82.5  percent  she  re¬ 
ceives  under  present  plan.

spouse  started  to  get  re¬ 
duced  benefits  before  age 
65,  his  widow's  benefits 
cannot  be  greater  than  his 
highest  reduced  benefit 
amount. 

The  new  law  will  also 
apply  to  benefits  paid  to 
dependent  widowers.  I  n 
addition,  dependent  widow¬ 
ers  will  be  able  to  get  re¬ 
duced  benefits  at  age  60, 
as  widows  now  can,  instead 
of  waiting  until  they're  62 
to  start  getting  checks. 

Nationwide,  about  four 
million  widows  and  depen¬ 
dent  widowers  are  expected 
to  get  higher  payments  un¬ 
der  the  new  law.  The 
increase  will  first  appear 
in  checks  delivered  in  ear¬ 
ly  February,  1973.
